Since the conclave was hei I they seem to
have shifted their headquarters temporarily to
Chantilly. A report of an interview with Michael
Flannery tas been communicated to the Trlbuno
bureau to-cigh- t. It beais out all statements pre-
viously pubbsbed. Flannery is a man about
thirty-si- or thirty-seve- n years old, of fair com-
plexion, with auburn hair. He is apparsutly
well educated, and has traveled all over Europe
and the East. He refuses to make his birthplace
public, fearing to compromise his relatives. Tne
interviewer asxed his permission to publish the
address at which the conclave was teld. Flannery
said : ''The address was, as you know, in the Una
Canibon. Paris. You yourself were present at the
conclave. The British and French police were
b&siled and the concierge of the building was out-
witted. The Home Secretary is very glib In deny-
ing the holding of the conclave, but, unfortunate-
ly for himself, be can neither deuy the occur-
rence of the past explosions nor prevent their re-

currence."
